Porter’s China Resolution 
For Separate Pacts Passed 


Favorable Action Taken by House; Strike at — 
Reported Growing Despite Beheading’s De-

(By the Associated Press.) 

Treaty negotiations with China in- 
dependent from other nations would 
be recommended by Congress to Presi- 
| dent Coolidge under a resolution passed 
by the House yesterday and sent to 
the Senate. The vote was 259 to 44. 

Action was taken under a suspension 
of the rules, which required a two- 
thirds vote for passage after an earlier 
attempt to call up the measure by 
unanimous consent was blocked by 
Representative Beedy (Republican), 
Maine. 

If the resolution were followed the 
American government would enter into 
negotiations “with duly accredited 
agents” of China with a view to amend- 
ing present treaties which deal with 
customs’ dues and other taxes. Beedy’s 
objection was based on the opinion 
that China in her present war-torn 
condition was not prepared to give this 
question the attention it demanded.

“The Italian government has submit- 
ted to serious examination the memo- 
randum handed on February 10 by the 
Ambassador of the United States of 
America to the prime minister, minister 
for foreign affairs. 

“The said memorandum explains the 
principles which have inspired the 
Washington government in proposing 
that, before the contemplated interna- 
tional conference for the reduction and 
the limitation of armaments, negotia- 
tions be initiated between. the five 
powers signatory to the treaty of Wash- 
ington of 1922 for the purpose of study- 
ing the limitation of certain categories 
of naval armaments not covered by 
said treaty.

Like Panama Treaty. 


The understanding in diplomatic cir- 
cles here is that the proposal, in ef- 
fect, suggests an offensive and defen- 
sive alliance between the United 
States and Nicaragua along the line of 
the treaty between the United States 
and Panama. Nicaragua and the 
United States entered into a treaty on 
August 5, 1914, whereby the exclusive 
proprietary rights necessary and con- 
venient for the construction, operation 
and maintenance of an oceanic canal 
were granted in perpetuity to the 
United States by the government of 
Nicaragua. Other rights were also 
granted by this pact, including the 
lease of islands in the Caribbean sea 
known as Great Corn island and Little 
Corn island and the lease of Nica- 
raguan territory bordering on the Gulf 
of Fonseca for the purpose of estab- 
lishing and maintaining an American 
naval base. 

The object of these leases was to 
protect America’s right to build an 
oceanic canal through Nicaraguan ter- 
ritory and also to protect the Panama 
canal. But recent developments in 
Nicaragua, especially attacks on con- 
stitutional government which have 
come from outside sources, have indi- 
cated that further protective measures 
should be embodied in a treaty be- 
tween the two governments. This, at 
least, is understood to be the view 
which officials of the present Diaz gov- 
ernment now entertain. 


Senate Approval Necessary. 


Whether the State Department here 
is ready at this time to encourage the 
Nicaraguan suggestion is not stated, 
but it is assumed American Minister 
Eberhardt has made inquiries at Wash- 
ington before receiving the Nicaraguan 
proposals now on the way. In case 
the representatives of the two govern- 
ments come to terms respecting a new 
treaty, it would be necessary for the 
Senate here to ratify any pact before 
it could become effective. But the 
matter scarcely could be expected to 
come before the Senate until next De- 
cember. Meanwhile the carrying out 
of the American program of virtually 
neutralizing the country against at- 
tacks which might endanger American 
and foreign lives and properties would 
continue.

Shattering one of the most sacred 
Senate rules spectators in the galleries, 
women as well as men, vigorously ap- 
plauded last night a declaration by 
Senator Robinson (Republican), In- 
diana, that the soldiers of the A. E. F., 
were not loafers.

GEORG BRANDES. 


The long, storm-tossed life of Georg Brandes 
has at last come to an end. The veteran 
philosopher and litterateur passed away in 
Copenhagen, the city of his birth, and the 
capital of that kingdom from which he was 
at one time virtually exiled for the outspoken- 
ness of his hostile criticisms on its various 
institutions.

The expression of 
the popular will in favor of maintaining 
our constitutional guarantees was over- 
whelming -and decisive. * * * The 
policy of public ownership of railroads 
and certain electric utilities met with un- 
mistakable defeat. The people declared 
that they wanted their right to have not a 
political but a judicial determination and 
their independence and freedom continued 
and supported by having the ownership 
and control of their property not in the 
rovernment but in their own hands. 


Although President Coolidge has favored 
the idea of constructing Boulder dam aS a 
means of conserving water and preventing 
floods, the foregoing opinion indicates that he 
would be opposed any provision which 
would saddle upon the government the owner- 
ship and operation of a great hydroelectric 
plant. Muscle Shoals has given the govern- 
ment enough trouble, without building another 
great plant which should be handled by private 
enterprise.

CANADIAN WHEAT. 

It is difficult to understand how the 
Canadian wheat farmer can compete with his 
American cousin in the wheat markets on this 
side of the line against the duty of 30 cents 
a bushel. Yet during the week which ended 
February 5. there were imported 515,000 
bushels from the Canadian Northwest, all of 
which, however, ‘came in simply to be ground 
and reexported. That, of course, was not sub. 
ject to duty. 

In the ecorresponding period of 1926, 
124,000 bushels of Canadian-grown wheat 
were imported, of which 97,000. bushels were 
ground and exported under bond. The 
maining 27,000 bushels, according to the De- 
partment of Commerce, were brought in for 
consumption, and duty at the rate of 30 cents 
a bushel was paid on the lot. 

It can not be claimed that the Canadian 
farmer has any advantage over the agricul- 
turist in the United States. The climate of 
the Canadian wheat region differs very little, 
ae all, from the climate of 
American belt, especially the spring 
Yet the Canadian grower has 
not asked his government to finance his op- 
erations, nor is there any indication that any- 
thing resembling the McNary-Haugen mon- 
strosity is proposed the Canadian parlia- 
ment.

TOO MANY LAWS, 


Seven hundred and seventy-five measures 
passed by the Fifty-ninth Congress, which gat 
during part of the Roosevelt administration, 
constitute the record number of bills enacted 
during any one session. The present Congress, 
however, is well on its way to breaking that 
record, according to statistics kept in the legis- 
lative record service of the Library of Con- 
gress. Up to January 31, the Sixty-ninth Con- 
gress had passed 636 bills and joint resolu- 
tions, the record from that date on not having 
been compiled as yet. This is considerably in 
excess of all other competitors, however. Only 
public acts are considered in the compilation, 
and the great bulk of private acts are not no- 
ticed. 

In all, some 50,000 acts and joint resolu- 
tions have been passed by Congress since its 
organization in 1789. Of these, however. about 
two-thirds constitute private measures, and of 
the 20,000 remaining a considerable number 
are purely local. In all, the library believes 
that only about 5,000 Federal laws have been 
enacted which at all affect the general public. 

Probably no. one could be found who has 
even an academic knowledge of each of these 
5,000 measures. How many of them are actu- 
ally necessary is a debatable question. The 
sentiment of the country is for fewer and bet- 
ter laws. In this connection the record of the 
present session is not an enviable one, and it 


is to be hoped that it will stand for some time 
to come.

Those property 
owners who, in behalf of the public, 
had beautified their fronts, thought 
themselves safe under contracts with 
the company only to remove certain 
trees, found that workmen were sent 
onto private grounds while owners and 
superintendents were out of sight to 
destroy whatever they thought was in 
the way of the line. 

Through some employes we hear that 
they are provided with a poison that 
will kill a tree quietly, but rapidly, 
with orders to apply it where a tree 
that they are not allowed to cut is in 
their way. The first fruits of such 
teaching is that we find certain shrubs 
are killed on our ground where a 
neighbor prefers not to have them grow. 

What will be the result? Can our 
corporations expect honesty from those 
they have trained in dishonesty? Will 
the confidence of the public when in- 
vesting be increased by such methods? 
How safe are funds in their hands is 
a question we may well ask ourselves.

WARNER SUGAR SALE | 
PERMITTED BY COURT, 


Union With National Refining 
Concern Was Opposed | 


by Government. 


New York, Feb. 21 (By A. P.).—The 
United States circuit court of appeals, 
by unanimous decision, today granted | 
the application of the National Sugar) 
Refining Co. of New Jersey and the | 
Warner Sugar Corporation for approval | 
of the pending sale of the Warner in- 
terests to the National for $7,000,000. 
The government had held up the 
transaction, alleging that it would be 
a violation of the 1922 decree, result- 
ing from the original suit begun in 
1919 to dissolve the alleged sugar trust, 
dominated by the American Sugar Re-' 
fining Co., which still holds 25 per 
cent of the National Sugar Refining 
Co. stock. 

The application, filed by the Na- 
tional, with the Warner corporation as 
an intervener, asked for a construction 
of the 1922 decree's effect upon the 
proposed sale. The circuit court of ap- 
peals sat as an “expediting court.”’ An 
order declaring that the sale will not 
be a violation of the terms of the de- 
cree will be issued forthwith.

OW that the recipes from the} 
N cooking school are a thing of the 
past we may again turn our at-| 
tention to the things of the moment, |

But before we think of recipes or| 
menus, I want to tell you that I again | 
have in store a surprise—this time not | 
a surprise as great in its scope as | 
the cooking school, but nevertheless | 
a surprise.

WAFFLE BATTER. 


1 whole, well beaten egg 

1 cup flour sifted thoroughly 

3 teaspoonfuls of baking powder 

% teaspoonful salt 

1, teaspoonful sugar | 

1 cup sweet milk | 

8 brimming tablespoonfuls melted | 
butter 

Sift the flour into a mixing bowl and 
add to it the sugar, salt and baking 
powder. Sift the whole again. Add the 
milk slowly, beating to a smooth paste, 
and if the mixture does not come per- 
fectly smooth it must be beaten with 
the egg beater. Add the well beaten 
egg, stirring it in, and then add the) 
melted butter.

The second question on the card from 
the school is regarding the sort of 
cleaner best to use for the cleaning of 
cooking utensils. It so happens that 1 
do know of an excellent cleaner, that 
works wonders on all sorts of ware, 
aluminum included. But here we are 
again confronted with the subject of 
advertising through our column which 
we can not do. If the reader, or, in 
fact any reader, who is interested in 
the cleaner for pots and pans will 
write me and send a self-addressed en- 
velope I shall be delighted to send out 
the name of the cleaner.

Several of the readers of this column 
have asked me about the recipe for 
cinnamon rolls that we recently pub- 
lished minus any yeast. The mistake 
was wholly my own, for I have looked 
the recipe up and found that it con- 
tained the yeast just as it should. To 
be sure the omission may have been 
made when the type was set, but how- 
ever it was made, here is the correction. 
To the recipe for cinnamon rolls printed 
on February 8, add “1 yeast cake dis- 
solved in %-cup lukewarm water.” And 


state that an exact cup of milk would! may I offer my apology to the lady who 


be required there would, I fear, be fre- | 
quent disappointments. We do not all| 
use the same flour, nor do we all exhibit 
like exactitude in our measurements, 
nor are we uniform in our choice of 
cups. True, a measuring cup is a 
measuring cup, and its standard of con- 
tent is the same the world around. 
However, the small teacup is sometimes 
temptingly near, or the measuring cup 
may have been broken, or the flour 
may vary, or any number of things 
may make your waffle batter different 
from mine. Therefore, I am going to 
say in this instance that each cook 
must be her own judge of the con- 
sistency of the batter. It must be a 
light batter when finished, and one 
that will run easily and lightly into 
the waffie iron from the pitcher from 
which it is to be served. It so happens 
that at times the batter will require 
a cup and a fourth of milk. The cupful 
is added to the flour as the directions 
specify, and then, after all of the in- 
gredients are in the mixture, the extra 
milk is added until the desired con- 
sistency isobtained. Turn the batter in 
a small quantity into the very center 
of @ piping hot waffle iron, and bake 
until the waffle is ready to be easily 
freed from the iron and turns a tempt- 
ing golden brown. ' 

It has occurred to me, as I write 
this, that a waffle party here at the 
studio might be a decidedly pleasur- 
able thing. We could make the waffles 
together right on the table and cook 
them in the splendid electric waffle 
iron that is a part of our studio equip- 
ment. Then, with some of the Ver- 
mont maple cream—naturally, we 
would eat them. And have with them 
steaming hot coffee. This sort of a 
party would have to take place before 
the hot weather creeps up on us, and 
also I do not wish to plan such a party 
unless there is an interest in it. Will

I have before me, too, the recipe for 
chocolate ring, and recall that one of 
the ladies at the cooking school was 
unable to understand something about 
this recipe. We spoke about it at the 
time. Will she let me hear from her 
now as to just what her difficulty may 
be, and we shall then take the matter 
up in the column. 

We have one more correction to make, 
and then to our menu. M. A. B. com- 
municated with me to the effect that 
the type was blurred that gave the 
quantities for tomatoes and boiling 
water in the recipe for Italian macaroni 
gravy. This recipe was printed on Jan- 
uary 27 and the blurred letters should 
read, 1 can tomatoes and 2 cups boiling 
water. 


As this is the early part of the week 
there is doubtless something in the 
house still to be used up. But we have 
had no menus for some days, therefore 
I have no inkling of what the meat may 
be. However, if it be beef, lamb, 
chicken or turkey it can be made into 
a hash, and hash, in spite of its bad 
reputation, may be an altogether deli- 
cious dish. So let us plan a hash menu 
today, it will be more apt to fit all sit- 
uations than any other sort of thing I 
can think of. 


MENU 
Clear Soup 
Croutons 
Celery Sweet Pickles 
Meat Hash 
Spanish Corn Creamed Spinach 
Dressed Lettuce 
Toasted Crackers Cheese 
Apple Snow 
Milk Tea Coffee 


Hash (With Beef, Lamb or Fowl). 


Run the meat through the meat 
grinder, using the coarse knife. After 
the meat run through two medium- 
sized onions and turn the onions into 
a frying pan with a tablespoonful of 
butter or clear fat. (If fowl is used 
and one desires, the onion may be 
omitted.) Brown the onion very 
slightly and add the meat. Add a 
medium-sized carrot cut in small 
pieces, a green pepper cut in small 
pieces, a few minced particles of parsley 
and some celery salt, not more 
than a fourth teaspoonful. Mix these 
ingredients well and add a half cup 
of boiling water, or less, depending 
upon the quantity of materials in the 
skillet. The mixture should be moist 
but not wet. Add salt and pepper to 
taste and cover the whole closely. 
Simmer over as low a flame as it is 


and pepper are done. Turn up the 
flame and uncover at the end of the 
cooking and brown the hash and then 
mound on a hot platter and serve with 
small boiled potatoes or with separate- 
ly cooked green string. beans around 
the mound of hash." Yes, it is delicious.

Ambassador Gibson, Now at 
Belgium, to Continue as 
Head of Group. 


Four new members of the American 
delegation on the preparatory disarma- 
ment commission which convenes in 
Geneva on March 21, were appointed by 
President Coolidge yesterday. They are 
George A. Gordon, first secretary of the 
American legation in Budapest, who re- 
places Allen W. Dulles, who resigned 
from the service; J. Theodore Marriner, 
first secretary of the American legation 
at Berne, replacing Dorsey Richardson, 
who has also resigned from the service; 
Col. John L. Dewitt, replacing Maj. Gen. 
Harry A. Smith, who is now on active 
duty, and Lieut. Comdr. H. C. Train 
replacing Capt. Adolphus Andrews, who 
has been transferred to the submarine 
base at New London, Conn. 

Hugh Gibson, minister to Switzer- 
land, and newly appointed Ambassador 
to Belgium, will continue to head the 
American delegation, as previously an- 
nounced by Secretary of State Kellogg. 


Gordon Served in War. 


George A. Gordon served as a cap- 
tain in the United States army during 
the world war and after attending the 
Paris peace conference entered the dip- 
lomatic service in 1920. He has served 
at Paris, in the State Department at 
Washington and was appointed first 
secretary of the legation at Budapest 
in 1925. 

J. Theodore Marriner was formerly a 
professor of English at Radcliffe and 
entered the diplomatic service in 1918. 
He has served at Stockholm and at 
Bucharest and recently was in charge 
of affairs pertaining to the League of 
Nations in the western European divi- | 
sion of the department. 

Col. John L. DeWitt, who replaces 
Brig. Gen. Harry A. Smith as one of the 
military advisers of the commission, is 
a member of the general staff. Lieut. 
Comdr. Train, who replaces Capt. 
Adolphus Andrews as one of the naval 
advisers, is secretary of the general 
board of the navy.

Men Are Washed Overboard. 


With a curt entry in her log behind 
which lay a grim tale of the heroism 
of the men that go down to the sea 
in ships, the Lloyd Royal Belgique 
steamer Suevier put back into port 
today after an unsuccessful attempt to 
rescue the foundering barge Talbot in 
heavy seas off Ambrose light last night. 

Thirteen members of the Suevier’s 
crew were injured and Second Officer 
Robert Rybuck was drowned when they 
attempted to put off a lifeboat to the 
distressed coal barge, which had five 
men aboard. The lifeboat was smashed. 
The steamer was picked up by the cut- 
ter Gresham and towed to Sandy Hook. 
The Talbot was en route from Nor- 
folk, Va., to New Haven, Conn. 

Late today, the Suevier came into 
port to get medical attention for its 
thirteen injured Belgian seamen and 
also to obtain another lifeboat. 

His hands still red and swollen and 
his face showing the effects of exposure, 
Capt. Sadi Gonthier, master of the 
Suevier, today his story simply. On 
sighting the Talbot flying distress sig- 
nals, he said, 
crew prepared to put off in a lfeboat. 
Five other seamen manned the davits 
to lower the boat. At that moment, a 
huge comber struck the steamer, caus- 
ing two men on the deck to be in- 


davits and the seven in the lifeboat into | 
the sea. 

The lifeboat, also hurled into the) 
water from the davits, fell on some of 
the seamen swimming desperately in 
the raging seas. Lifebuoys and ropes 
were flung overboard by other members | 
of the crew, but the men in the water 
were so numbed that they could not 
grasp them. 

Rope ladders were then lowered and | 
the men on the side, forming a rescue 
party, hauled their comrades one by one | 
from the water. Some of the rescued 
men had deep cuts, others lacerations. | 

“We got eleven men on board,” says 
Capt. Gonthier’s log, “and found the 
second officer missing. He was not 
seen again. Two donkeymen saw him 
go over the side. Everything was done 
to find the missing man, but all to no 
avall.”’

The Wheeling district was confronted 
today with the possibility of a milk 
famine because ‘of the traffic tie-up, 
resulting from the worst storm in 
twenty years.

Magazine Device Automati- 
cally Changes the Disks Un- 
til All Have Been Used. 


GIVES AN HOUR OF MUSIC 


Special to The Washington Post. 

Camden, N. J., Feb. 21—A _ self- 
operating talking machine, which 
changes records automatically and gives 
an hour of music with one filling of 
the record magazine, is the latest de- 
velopment in the field of musical re- 
production. Announcement of the per- 
fection of this ingenious device, which 
is expected to have far-reaching effect 
upon the industry, was made today by 
the research laboratories of the Victor 
Talking Machine Co. 


Almost from the day when the first 
practical talking machine was built, 
inventors have dreamed of an instru- 
ment whick could change records au- 
tomatically. Realization of this dream 
represents five years of intensive ex- 
periment in the Victor laboratories, 
according to E. E. Shumaker, president 
of the company. 

The new instrument performs an ‘tn- 
tricate operation in a_ surprisingly 
simple manner. Twelve of the familiar 
type of disk records are placed in a 
magazine which is suspended at an 
angle above the turntable of the in- 
strument. A touch on the starter 
button sets the mechanism in motion. 
A mechanical “hand” takes the first 
record from the magazine and places 
it on the turntable, the tone arm 
swings into playing position and the 
music starts. 

When the first record has been 
played to completion the mechanical 
“hand” removes it, transfers it to a 
velvet-lined drawer, takes the second 
record from the magazine, places it on 
the turntable and the process is re- 
peated. When the last record in the 
magazins has been played the mechant- 
cal “hand” removes it and the instru- 
ment stops automatically. 

A complete symphonic recording, re- 
quiring twelve record surfaces or twelve 
assorted selections, may be placed in 
the instrument at one time. 

An electric motor drives the mech- 
anism of the instrument. The musical 
reproducing system employed is the 
orthophonic talking machine intro- 
duced by the Victor ne a little more 
than a year ago. 


DISPOSAL OF COUNTY 
GARBAGE CONSIDERED 


Plan Would Provide for Incin- 
erators in Montgomery 
and Prince Georges. 


Plans for instituting a trash and 
garbage collection throughout the 
more thickly populated sections of 
Prince Georges and Montgomery coun- 
ties are under consideration, Robert 
Morse, chief engineer of the Washing- 
ton suburban sanitary commission, 
announced at a meeting of the Hyatts- 
ville Chamber of Commerce.

Swelling the number of foreign war- 
ships to well above a score, hte Jap- 
anese crulser Tenryu and the destroy- 
ers Hamakaze, Isokaze, Amatsukaze and 
Tokitsukaze arrived from Sasebo, Ja- 
pan’s naval base, with a detachment of 
300 marines available for shore duty. 

There will be a considerable augmen- 
tation of Americans about next Thurs- 
day, when the United States transport 
Chaumont, with 1,200 marines, is due. 
The United States navy destroyers Pre- 
ble, Noa and Stewart will anchor here 
from Manila at about the same time.

“Section 10 of the railway labor act 
provides that failing in settlement of 
arbitration, on the application of any 
railroad or the railroads of a group, 
if in the opinion of the board of meviia- 
tion there is threatened interruption 
of interstate commerce in any section 
of the country that the board shall 
ask the President of the United States 
tO appoint an emergency board to in- 
vestigate and report to the President. 
Since a strike vote had already been 
taken on all the railroads of the South- 
eastern group it was the opinion 
many that the committee of eight rep- 


resenting the group declining to pro-| 


ceed without arbitration 
pointment of the emergency board 
taken in connection with the strike 
vote constituted a sufficient m2nace 
to interstate commerce for the board 
of mediation to ask the President to 
appoint the emergency board in ac- 
cordance with the act. The group 
committee suggested that the board of 
mediation ask for the appointment of 
the emergency board. My informa- 
tion was that the chairman of the 
board of mediation considered that 
there was not a threatened interrup- 
tion of interstate commerce under the 
terms of the act as the strike vote had 
not been announced and therefore the 
President could not be asked to appoint 
the emergency board, but I was also 
informed that the chairman asked the 
labor leaders not to announce the v te 
in the express hope of mediating the 
questions involved which had already 
failed of result unless the terms pro- 
posed were accepted. A vote was taken 
by the committee of eight, which un- 
fortunately contained two representa- 
tives from two railroads which were 
properly in the Eastern group who 
should have been disqualified from 
serving on this committee, resulting in 
five to three in favor of accepting the 
arbitrated award of 7'2 per cent In- 
crease allowed in the Eastern territory, 
without arbitration 
territory. 


Seaboard Representative Withdraws. 


“The group committee of eight, one a 
Seaboard representative, instead of in- 
sisting that the~ question be settled 
under the provisions of the railway 
labor act, voted to accept the Eastern 
group settlement. The representative 
of the Seaboard voted against accept- 
ance and withdrew from the commit- 
tee. I have notified the chairman of 
the presidents’ conference committee, 
Southeastern railroads, that in future 
conference on wages, rules and working 
conditions the Seaboard railway will 
not be a party to the proceedings of 
those who may represent thfe group and 
will hereafter take these matters up 
direct with our own men. The South- 
ern Railway system was not represented 
on the group committee, its contract 
with its men not expiring until March 1. 

“Personally, I could not see why a 
wage decision in the Eastern ‘railroad 
group operating in heavy traffic and 
thickly populated territories, after arbi- 
tration, should be accepted by the rail- 
roads of the Southeastern group operat-

| “The transportation act of 1920 pro- 
rates by regions, that is to say, by the 
groups of railroads into which the 
country has been divided.

same groups of railroads that deal with | 
railroad rates from which wages are | 


paid. There is no reason why the set- 

|tlement of wage increases should not 
| be made by each regional railroad group 
independent of and without interfer- 
ence by another group. 


“The full responsibility for the action | 
recently taken can not be placed on 


the representatives of the railroads 
alone. The board 
pointed by President Coolidge stopped 
'short of its power for reaching the 
'facts and basis for settlement under 
| the provisions of the act for the reéea- 
sons given, and if the terms of the act 
are not specific then they should be 
made specific by amendment. 

“No railroad executive has greater de- 
sire than myself to see our men in 
every relation treated fairly and con- 
siderately The rank and file of the 
Seaboard organization is not excelled 
on any railroad. The men know it 
not my purpose or the purpose of the 
management to. abridge their right to 
receive pay not only commensurate 
with their several duties but with the 
wages of industry of all classes and 
with those received by other railroads, 
taking into consideration the net result 
to the men as compared with the net 
iresult to the men in other sections of 
the country. However, wages to be 
| paid should be determined with due 
consideration given the public interest 
in transportation and in observance of 
the letter and spirit of an act of Con- 
gress emanating from the labor leaders 
themselves as providing arbitration and 
peaceful relations. In my appearance 
before committees of Congress in 1919 
as president of the National Association 
of Owners of Railroad Securities in 
initiating the method of rate-making 
which later became section l5a of the 
transportation act of 1920 and sug- 
gesting that not less than one-third of 
the excess accumulated under this sec- 
tion of the act should go to the men 
on the railroads that earned it evidence 
my attitude toward railroad employes. 
At the instance of the late Warren S 
Stone, at that time grand chief of the 
Brotherhood of Locomotive Engineers, 
this was omitted from the r making 
plan submitted.

Fortune In Cash, Securities 
and Jewels Restored to 
Wife Under Pact. 


AGREEMENT ENDS LONG 
DISPUTE OVER ESTATE 


Lawyers Enter Stipulation De- 
aring Valuables Have 
Been Found Intact. 


The litigation involving the $2,300,- 
000 fortune of Mrs. Anna W. Peter, 
of Dobbs Ferry, New York, wife of 
Armistead Peter, jr. of Tudor place, 
Georgetown, which has been going on 
since March 21, 1926, ended yester- 
day when Justice Jennings Bailey, in 
the equity division of the District of 
Columbia Supreme court, dismissed 
as per stipulation entered into be- 
tween counsel for Mr. and Mrs. Peter 
a sult for accounting filed by her 
against her husband 


The fortune has been returned to 
Mrs. Peter and she has given her hus- 
band a receipt therefor. After nearly 
@ year the difference existing in one 
of Washington’s oldest aristocratic 
families, concerning possession and 
control of the fortune, has been set- 
tled out of court. Consequently, the 
facts and circumstances surrounding 
the removal of the fortune from a 
safety deposit vault and the alleged 
domestic difficulties between Mr. and 
Mrs. Peter will not be spread upon the 
public records 

Mr. Peter is a descendant of Martha 
Custis Washington. His home was de- 
signed by Dr. William Thornton. Gen. 
Lafayette was a guest in this home 
after the revolutionary war. 

The first attempt made by Mrs. 
Peter to obtain possession of the for- 
tune in stocks, bonds, jewelry and ne- 
gotiable paper, which she insisted was 
part of her sole and separate estate, 
occurred on March 21, when Attorneys 
Miller, Myers, Quiggle & Breeding, 
New York, and Attorneys Minor, Gat- 
ley & Rowland, of Washington, sued 
out a writ of replevin against the 
American Security & Trust Co., one- 
time custodian of the fortune. The 
fortune was not found in the vaults of 
the trust company as Mr. Peter had re- 
moved or caused it to be removed. The 
fortune, however, has at all times re- 
mained safe and intact. 


Held 


Having exhausted her remedy in the 
law courts, Mrs. Peter then resorted to 
equity to compel her husband to sur- 
render the fortune. The bill for ac- 
counting was followed up with a list 
of questions to be answered by Mr. 
Peter concerning the whereabouts and 
status of the fortune. These questions 
were objected to by Frank J. Hogan and 
Arthur Peter, counsel for Mr. Peter. 

Shortly after the accounting sult was 
filed Mr. Peter. through his counsel, let 
it be known that he was in possession 
of the fortune and that every penny 
and every jewel was safe. 

Mr. Peter then consented to the issu- 
ance of a temporary restraining order 
preventing him from transferring any 
part of the fortune pending the settle- 
ment of the accounting suit. That was 
the last separate move made in court. 

According to the stipulation signed by 
attorneys for both Mr. and Mrs. Peter: 

“All of the stocks, bonds, promissory 
notes and personal property described 
in tke bill of complaint have been ex- 
amined by attorneys for both sides and 
have been found to be in good order 
and safely kept, and the said property, 
and all income and revenue derived 
therefrom have at all times been kept 
intact by Mr. Peter and have been fully 
ng ety art accounted for. 

“The said property, together with the 
income and profits therefrom, is the 
sole property of Mrs. Peter and she is 
entitled to the possession thereof. 

“Mrs. Peter acknowledges _ receipt 
from Mr. Peter of all of said property 
together with all income accrued 
thereon to date and Mr. Peter is fully 
and completely released from all re- 
sponsibility and liability therefor.” 


Real Estate Firm 
Fights Paving Levy 


The Capital View Realty Co., Inc., of 
927 New York avenue northwest, by its 


president, R. D. Evans, filed suit yes- 
terday in equity court against the Dis- 
trict of Columbia and the District com- 
missioners for the cancellation of an 
assessment of $5,870.05 against its prop- 
erty under the Borland amendment 
which requires the owners of property 
abutting a street which has been paved 
to pay half of the cost of paving.

RABBIS ASK QUASHING 
OF KOSHER MEAT SUIT 


Court Lacks Jurisdiction to 
Prevent Warnings, Is Re- 
ply to Monopoly Charge. 


The Combined Congregations, Inc., 
Fifth and I streets northwest, and 
Rabbi George Silverstone and Rabbi M. 
A. Harowitz, codefendants in a suit 
filed in equity court by several Jewish 
meat dealers, who complained of an 


alleged monoply in the distribution and 
sale of kosher meat, demanded the dis- 
missal of this bill yesterday ,through.- 
Attorneys Strasburger and Zisman. 

The motion to dismiss states the 
equity court is without jurisdiction to 
prevent the defendants from uttering 
or causing printed warnings to be sent 
out which contain advice to the Jewish 
people concerning what, in the opinion 
of the defendants, is kosher meat and 
what is not kosher meat. The defend- 
ants also state they are the final ar- 
biters concerning what food shall be 
deemed kosher and what is ritually fit 
for consumption by the Jewish people, 
this authority having been conferred 
upon the defendants, it is stated, by 
the Jewish people through their syna- 
gogues. 

The complaining meat dealers 
charged the combined congregations 
and the defendant rabbis_had entered 
into an agreement with the T. T. Keane 
Co., wholesale meat dealers, to supply 
the kosher meat for the Jews of the 
‘District and that their attempts to 
buy meat from independent sources 
|had been met with circulars and utter-— 
‘ances which are alleged to be injurious 
to their business. The’matter will come 
before the court Friday.

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GRAND JURY FINDS 


Three Charges of Forgery and 
One of Larceny Placed 
Against Teller. 


BILLS RETURNED AGAINST 
SPEIGHTON B. BRUTON 


Grand Jury Accuses Chinese 
of False Pretenses in $1,- 
500 Check Deal. 


Speighton B. Bruton, former teller 
employed by the Merchants Bank & 
Trust Co., who was arrested Septem- 
ber 11, 1926, by the late Detective 
Arthur Scrivener on complaint of Frank 
P. Harmon, jr. vice president of the 
trust company, was indicted yesterday 
by the grand jury on one charge of 
grand larceny and three charges of 
forgery. The grand larceny indictment 
complains of the alleged theft of a 
total of $20,670 from September 14 to 


September 25, 1926, belonging to the 
trust company. 

One of the forgery indictments men- 
tions a check for 66,000, alleged to 
have been forged on September 26, 
1926. The second forgery indictment 
mentions a check for $747 alleged to 
have been forged on September 323, 
1926, and the third forgery indictment 
mentions a check for $350 alleged to 
have been forged also on September 
23. The sums mentioned in the grand 
larceny and forgery indictments are 
not necessarily different sums. 

According to the indictment, charg- 
ing false pretenses, returned against 
Joe Bak Ping, another Chinese has 
violated the traditional code of honesty 
of the Flowery Kingdom. Ping is al- 
leged to have procured a total of $1,300 
on a worthless check for $1,500 from 
Charles Lee, treasurer of Kim Lai Quen, 
Inc., of 325 Pennsylvania avenue north- 
west, after his visit to this city sup- 
posedly on immigration matters. 

Grace Chapman, alias Grace Lucas, 
colored, was indicted on a charge of 
forgery and uttering. According to the 
indictment, this defendant forged the 
name of her mother, Mrs. Jane Thomas, 
1314 Twenty-eighth street northwest, 
to a Christmas savings check for $203 
on December 2, 1924. 


First Degree Murder Charged. 


First degree murder is charged 
against Parker H. Lee, colored, in con- 
nection with the death of his wife, 
Enola G. Lee, who was shot in front 
of 1108 B street northeast on February 
2 during a quarrel. 

John Wiggins, alias John W. Jeffer- 
son, colored, was indicted on a charge 
of second-degree murder in connection 
with the shooting of James Sturdivant 
also colored, in a hotel at Seventh and 
N streets northwest on January 7 last. 
According to the police Wiggins and the 
deceased became involved in an argu- 
ment over Wiggins’ domestic difficul- 
ties. 

The grand jury exonerated James H 
Cheek, taxicab driver, of a charge of 
homicide in connection with the death 
of Lewis P. Leapley, truck driver. 
Cheek’s cab and Leapley’s truck col- 
lided at Third street and Maryland ave- 
nue southwest on December 23, 1926. 

The grand jury also exonerated An- 
thony Sesso, 18, of 808 K street south- 
east, of a charge of homicide in con- 
nection with the death of Thomas 
Leigh, of Cherrydale. Leigh died Feb- 
ruary 4 from a fractured skull. Ac- 
cording to the police Sesso and Leigh 
became involved in an arguntent about 
a dog belonging to Sesso which had 
made tracks across some fresh con- 
crete work done by Leigh on Ridge road 
southeast.
